3. PRESS CONFERENCE. DOES PARA 5 OF STATE 091808 MEAN THAT 
SECRETARY HAS REJECTED FONMIN BANDA'S IDEA THAT HE HOLD Q & A 
SESSION WITH PRESS IMMEDIATELY FOLLOWING HIS MAJOR ADDRESS? 

IN LIGHT PRELIMINARY GUIDANCE GIVEN US IN STATE 085449, WE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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AND ZAMBIANS HAVE BEEN WORKING ON TENTATIVE ASSUMPTION THIS 
WOULD BE BEST POINT FOR SECRETARY TO TAKE PRESS QUESTIONS. 
EXCEPTIONALLY STRONG PRESS INTEREST IN SECRETARY'S PROPOSED 
LUSAKA SPEECH HAS ALREADY BEEN AROUSED BY HIS PUBLIC REFERENCES 
TO IT AND LARGE NUMBER OF FOREIGN JOURNALISTS, INCLUDING SOME 
FROM SOUTH AFRICA AND EUROPE, ARE EXPECTED BE IN LUSAKA TO 
COVER VISIT. WE WOULD HOPE SECRETARY COULD DEVOTE MORE THAN 
FIVE MINUTES AT AIRPORT UPON DEPARTURE FOR PRESS CONFERENCE. 

WERE SECRETARY TO AGREE TO PRESS CONFERENCE AT STATE HOUSE 
FOLLOWING SPEECH, WE WOULD BACK UP SCHEDULE 
APPROXIMATELY 30 MINUTES, STILL LEAVING SECRETARY WITH OVER 
ONE HOUR PERSONAL TIME AT HOTEL BEFORE DEPARTING FOR AIRPORT. 

4. VICTORIA FALLS. FOR REASONS CITED LUSAKA 0943 AS WELL 

AS STRONG NATIONAL PRIDE WHICH ZAMBIANS TAKE IN THEIR GREAT 
NATURAL WONDER, THEIR SENSITIVITIES MAY BE OFFENDED IF SECRETARY 
DOES NO MORE THAN OVERFLY FALLS ON HIS DEPARTURE. HOPE THEREFORE 
HE WILL CONTINUE TO KEEP FALLS OPTION OPEN AND GIVE IT FAVORABLE 
CONSIDERATION. 

5. ANC MEETING IN LUSAKA. MUZOREWA FINALLY ARRIVED LUSAKA 
FROM DAR THIS EVENING AND IS INCOMMUNICADO IN CONFERENCES WITH 
HIS SUPPORTERS. WE HAVE SENT HIM MESSAGE RE SECRETARY'S DESIRE 
MEET WITH HIM AND ARE AWAITING HIS REPLY. AM TOLD IT MAY BE 
POSSIBLE SEE HIM BRIEFLY SATURDAY MORNING. HAVE ALSO 
TELEPHONED NKOMO'S RESIDENCE IN BULAWAYO. HE CURRENTLY PREOCCUPIED 
WITH FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR HIS SISTER AND NOT AT HOME BUT HAVE 
LEFT MESSAGE WITH HIS DEPUTY IN BULAWAYO. MEETING WITH ONE OR 

BOTH ANC LEADERS IN LUSAKA LOOKS POSSIBLE AT THIS POINT. 
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
